H erter told newsmen, “We hav e 
had a v ery satisfactory meeting.” 
“ Agreement

reached,"

Cou v e de Mu rv ille. 
The final session, which lasted 
less than two hou rs, was dev oted 
to the catchall topic “ East-West 
relations.” 
These inclu ded secondary plans 
considered for presentation to the 
Sov iets at the heads-of-state su m 
mit parley starting in Paris May 
16 


Wednesday , the U. S., French 
and British foreign affairs chiefs 
reached speedy accord on two 
major items headed for su mmit 
discu ssions—Germany -Borlin 
and 
disarmament. 
Bu t U. S. officials were report­ 
ed cool toward a French plan for 
East-West control of arms ship­ 
ments to newly emerging cou n­ 
tries. 
Among other things, they fear 
su ch big-power control might giv e, 
the appearance of dictatorship to­ 
ward the smaller nations 
Secrteary of State Christian A. 
Herter was also said to he lu k e­ 
warm to a British proposal for 
seek ing Sov iet agreement to an 
international code ff ethics The 
United Nations already has su ch a 
code. Bu t he was more fav orably 
disposed toward stepping u p cu l­ 
tu ral and information ex changes 
with the Sov iet Union. 


These and a hatfu l of other ideas|agreed to seek a tem porary solu * 
were u p tor possible scru tiny u n-jtion of the Berlin problem prov id- 
der the catchall “ East-W est” re* ed Allied rights in the Commu ­ 
tations agenda slated for the wind­

eign ministers conference. 
Herter, Britain’s Selwy n Lloy d 
and France’s Mau rice Cou v e de 
Mu rv ille are charting strategy for 
their gov ernment heads to u se at 
the su mmit parley with the So­ 
v iet Union starting in Paris May 
16 
Wednesday the foreign ministers 
held separate meetings on two 
m ajor cold war dispu tes headed 
for su mmit discu ssion—Germany - 
Berlin and disarm am ent — and 
speedily cam e to “complete agree 
m ent.” 
Basically , they drafted no new 
proposal 
hu t 
reaffirmed 
fu nda­ 
mental positions prev iou sly tak en 
by the West on these issu es. 
On Germany and Beilin, they 


ms't-su rrou nded city are not im­ 
paired. They retained their goal 
of a free, u nified Germany . 
Moscow has been pu shing for a 
separate peace treaty with Com­ 
mu nist East Germany . It say s the 
Allies shou ld get ou t of Berlin 
On disarmament, the Western 
ministers agreed to consider ser­ 
iou sly

ment proposal" the Sov iets might 
offer. They adv anced no new plan 
of their own, reaffirming instead 
the Western ideas pu t forth at the 
deadlock ed Genev a disarm am ent 
talk s.

Dr, George Englehart, director 
of school bu ilding serv ices, Mis­ 
sou ri State Department of Edu ca­ 
tion, who has familiarized himself 
with Sedalia’s pu blic school prob­ 
lems du ring prev iou s bond pro­ 
posal stu dies, was the principal 
speak er at the school bond m eet­ 
ing Wednesday night at Smith- 
Cotton High School. 
“ I spent a considerable time in 
)ast y ears rev iewing the needs of 
the Sedalia pu blic school sy stem. 
I noted today that there has not 
been a great change in the situ a­ 
tion, ex cept that there are more 
people here than before, and the 
need for ex pansion of the school’s 
phy sical plant is more pressing,” 
Englehart said, 
He pointed ou t that since 1955, 
when he made the last stu dy , 
there has been an actu al increase 
of 504 pu pils—enou gh to ju stify 
the need for a brand-new school 
bu ilding for these pu pils alone. 
These pu pils hav e been scatter­ 
ed throu ghou t the sy stem, how­ 
ev er, and the increase has been 
absorbed by the different schools, 
which otherwise wou ld hav e been 
ov erwhelming for ju st one school. 
The increase, howev er, has crowd­ 
ed all of the schools, some m orej 
than others, he pointed ou t. 
In regard to the constru ction 
of a new grade school, as com ­ 
pared to the repair of the Broad­ 
way School bu ilding, he pointed 
ou t that his observ ation related to 
ty pe and k ind-the ty pe of su r­ 
rou ndings and k ind of instru ction 
With this theory in mind, he stated 
that the stu dent ju st entering 
school shou ld hav e the best possi­ 
ble su rrou ndings, su ch as plenty 
of room in a relax ed atmosphere, 
in order to begin his long period 
of stu dy in the right way 
Broadway School is not an in­ 


v iting place, he pointed ou t, The 
bu ilding itself is a forebidding 
stru ctu re, 
and 
the 
play grou nd 
leav es mu ch to be desired. Ev en 
if the bu ilding was improv ed, he 
stated, it wou ld still be an old 
bu ilding 
with 
not 
near enou gh 
play grou nd space 
Englehart emphasized the fact 
that althou gh Sedalia is growing, 
it is not growing as fast as some 
cities, therefore the need for ex ­ 
pansion has not been su dden. This, 
he stated, may be one of the 
reasons the school 
sy stem has 
been allowed to get into the crowd­ 
ed condition that it is today . 
The 
speak er 
commended the 
Board of Edu cation and other in 


terested people of Sedalia on their 
decision to offer the bond proposal 
at the earliest possible moment.

chores. It reported the proposed 
setu p wou ld pav e the way for 
ev entu al 
au tomation 
of 
flight 
control. 


Three scientists at the Diamond 
Ordnance Fu se Laboratories here 
ev alu ated a nu mber of proposed 
collision-av oidance sy stems. They 
endorsed one 
called 
NATCAS. 
which is short for nav igation, air 
traffic control and collision av oid­ 
ance sy stem. 


They said NATCAS operates u n­ 
der all weather conditions, is low 
in cost and simple in design, pre­ 
serv es military and secu rity and 
is su itable for all sizes of aircraft. 


NATCAS wou ld enable traffic 
controllers on the grou nd to k eep 
a constant check on all planes 
aloft. Planes also cou ld he con 
trolled by au tomatic signals from 
u nattended radio dev ices on the 
grou nd. 


The sy stem wou ld warn a pilot 
of the danger of collision and in­ 
dicate what action to tak e. The re­ 
port said the su ccess of the sy s­ 
tem wou ld hinge on pilots heeding 
the warnings. 
NATCAS inv olv es transmissions 
on a radio frequ ency which v aries 
with a plane's altitu de. It tu nes 
in other aircraft fly ing at adja­ 
cent altitu des and compu tes the 
direction of both planes.

Battle Over Roosevelt Brain Tru ster

WASHINGTON—The congressional spotlight 
this week will be focused on ‘‘Tommy the 
Cork" Corcoran, the Roosevelt brain truster 
who though 
an out-in-the-cold Democrat was 
able to influence the Republican • appointed 


Federal Power Commission 
However, the real story, which will not be 
in the headlines, is the backstage manuever- 
ing to oust one man from the same commis­ 
sion after he stopped the biggest natural gas 
price hike in this century. 
He is William Connole. vice-chairman of 
the FPC, an Eisenhower appointee, who is 
now being eased out by Ike at the secret 
behest of Sen. Prescott Bush. Connecticut Re­ 
publican. Connole also comes from Connecti­ 
cut where he has a long record of protecting 
the consumer which he has continued in Wash­ 
ington. Ordinarily, the senator from any state 
is all too anxious to have a man from his 
state reappointed 
However, it happens that 
Senator Bush's son is president of a gas and 
oil company which is linked with the four 
gas-oil companies whose price hike Commis­ 
sioner Connole helped to block. Connole will 
soon he looking for a new job. 
The inside story of what happened is com­ 
plicated. But it involves millions of dollars 
saved to millions of gas consumers and mil­ 
lions in profits denied to four companies. It 
also involves the very same gas rate fight in 
which Tommy the Cork made headlines. 
Finally the story involves an astute move 
by the White House to appoint Harold Bayn- 
ton. No. 1 assistant of Sen. Warren Magnu* 
son. chairman of the potent Senate commerce 
committee, to fill Connole's place on the power 
commission. 
Baynton is an old Truman ap­ 
pointee, a loyal Democrat, and an able public 
servant. The White House figures that his 
appointment 
to replace Connole will quiet 
Democratic protests. 
Gulf-to-Canada Pipe 
The real story dates back about five years 
to the plan of Tennessee Gas Transmission 
to build a pipeline from the Gulf of Mexico 
ii Canada, thereby tapping both the rich off­ 
shore gas of the Gulf and the rich supplies 
of Canada 
In case one supply slacked off. 
the other could be used The liberal Canadian 
government, now out of office, agreed to 
build a pipeline down to meet that of Ten­ 
nessee gas in the longest international pipe­ 
line link in the world. 
It is comparable to 
the Russian pipeline now being built from 
the Black Sea to Poland. 
When Tennessee Gas, 
whose Washington 
attorney is Tommy the Cork, tried to negotiate 
a contract for offshore gas in the Gulf of 
Mexico, the chief producers, CATCO, quoted 
a price of 22.4 cents per thousand cubic feet. 
Since 1.75 trillion cubic feet was involved, 
this meant a billion-dollar deal. 
And since 
the price was high. Tennessee Gas argued 
before the power commission that it he re­ 
duced 


But the power commission found for CATCO. 
It even permitted CATCO to put the high 
price into effect while the case was being 
appealed to the courts, which is unusual. 
One FPC commissioner, however, vigorously 
bucked the FPC majority and argued that 
the price was far too high. He was vice- 
chairman Connole. champion of the consumer. 
And when Tennessee Gas appealed the com­ 
mission s case to the 3rd Circuit Court of 
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Appeals in Philadelphia the court sided with 
Commissioner 
Connole s 
minority 
dissent. 
CATCO then appealed to the Supreme Court 
and the Supreme Court handed down a strong 
opinion again siding with Commissioner Con­ 
nole. 
.Justice Tom Clark of Texas, a great 
oil-gas state, handed down the decision that 
17.5 cents was ample price for Texas oitshore 
gas. 
Friends id Ike 


This was almost five cents under the price 
permitted by the other FPC commissioners, 
and CATCO was furious. CATCO is comprised 
of the following big companies—Continental 
Oil. Atlantic Refining, Tidewater, and Cities 
Service, some with imjiortant friends in the 
White House. 
However, it was Senator Bush who pulled 
the rug out trom under the man who had 
bucked the big four, Commissioner Connole. 
Senator Bush's son, G. H. W, Bush, is presi­ 
dent of Zapata Oil, which in turn holds vari­ 
ous leases from the four CATCO companies. 
Ohn Stewart, vice president of Zapata, when 
queried by this column, acknowledged that 
G. H 
W. Bush is president of Zapata. 
He 
also admitted that the company holds leases 
from CATCO hut was vague as to the amount. 
He asked that we call back the following 
day. 
Next day he said that the company's 
records were in difficult shape and that he 
could not give the percentage of leases Zapata 
received from CATCO. 
Senator Bush may deny it, but he contacted 
Dave Kendall, the White House aide who has 
largely replaced Sherman Adams in handling 
Capitol Hill matters, and shortly thereafter 
it became known that Connole would not be 
reappointed to the Fdeeral Powt# Commission.

Population has boomed around 
the 
world 
because of both rising birth rates and de­ 
clining death rates. 


Death rates have dropped principally be­ 
cause of the advances of medical science and 
the improvement of the human diet. More 
and more people are avoiding the things which 
used to kill many at earlier ages. 
Scientists today are talking of new break­ 
throughs which not only will keep still more 
people alive until the 80s and 90s but will 
make of them far healthier specimens than 
are today’s elderly. Today's man of 80 isn’t 
much different from his counterpart in 1890. 
This prospect has a certain clear irony when 
set beside the talk, insistent in some quarters, 
tb-'t only heavy reliance on birth control will 
bring the population explosion under leash. 
At one end of the population ladder scien­ 
tists are working earnestly to add years to 
life and thus numcrs to the population. At the 
other, we are told, effort must be made to 
prevent new people from being born. It sounds 
like an arrangement guaranteed to age the 
population without allowing adequate infusion* 
of vigorous new life for a wise balance. 


D E N V E R POST; Laugh, or Be Dubbed.—We 
were among those whose favorable reactions 
were spontaneous and unrehearsed, live and 
direct, when the television networks announc­ 
ed. a while back, that henceforth they were 
swearing off even the little bitty kinds of 
deceit. 
We got a clearer, if not necessarily impres­ 
sive picture of what that meant when, after 
certain shows, we began to hear announce­ 
ments telling us that the programs had been 
pre-recorded and that applause and laughter 
had been dubbed in. 
Although we admired the candor, we won­ 
dered if the honesty drive wouldn't have been 
better served if the laughter and applause 
had been left out instead of branded as fake. 
Now the campaign has gone a step farther. 
The other night, after an alleged comedy 
show , it was announced that the show had 
been "taped before a li\e audience with re­ 
action technically augmented.’’ 


What device or devices were used to aug­ 
ment the reactions of the li\e. but taped, 
audience, we do not know. 
But our un-augmented reaction is that even 
the dubbed-in enthusiasm of a non-existent 
audience is to be preferred to the somehow 
hypoed enjoyment of live people who evidently 
didn't like the comedy enough to do what 
ought to come naturally. 


Worth Heed in g 


Critics of the American educational system 
who contend that we lag in the scientific race 
with the Soviet Union would do well to lend 
an ear to conclusions drawn by a Russian 
scientist and educator. 


Mikhail Prokofiev, deputy minister of higher 
education in Russia, feels that U.S. training 
on the advanced level is well organized, that 
our engineers are getting sufficiently broad 
scientific education, and that teaching and 
research 
facilities 
for 
chemistry, his own 
special field, are cjiite satisfactory. 
Prokofiev, who has just ended a tour of 
Americai 
institutions of learning, offers his 
suggestions for 
strengthening 
our 
schools: 
teach more science in high schools; begin 
specialization sooner in colleges and mix prac­ 
tical work with classroom study. 
More than a passing glance should be ac­ 
corded Prokofiev’s views for they reflect the 
concern of a dedicated educator rather than 
the ax-grinding-lor-propaganda-value 
of 
the 
professional politician.

WASHINGTON «AP> - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower will have United 
States politics to consider when 
he has his summit meeting May 
16 in Paris with Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev. 
Just because of that there is 
good 
reason to believe nothing 
much will come of the meeting 
and that the problems discussed 
will he put in the freezer until 
later. 
This 
year’s 
m e e t i n g 
with 
Khrushchev will come just a few 
months 
before 
the 
presidential 
election in this country. 
If Eisenhower makes any con­ 
cessions which look like yielding 
to Soviet Union pressure or giving 
Moscow an advantage, the Demo­ 
crats will wrap them around the 
Republicans’ necks in the politi­ 
cal campaign. 
They're already building up a 
campaign issue over their com­ 
plaint that Eisenhower's defense 
program is inadequate 
Against 
this possibility Eisen­ 
hower will have even more rea­ 
son to be cautious with Khrush­ 
chev this time than he had in his 
first summit meeting in Geneva 
in 1955. 
The 
stand-pat 
announcement 
Wednesday of tht foreign minis­ 
ters of the Western Big Four — 
the United States. Britain. France. 
West Germany — may be a fore­ 
taste of the American position 


down the line at the summit in 
May. 
There's an opposite side to the 
coin, of course: 
It Eisenhower 
could come away from his meet­ 
ing with Khrushchev with some 
kind of sensational settlement, it 
would 
boost 
the 
Republicans’ 
hopes at home 
But this would almost certainly 
require some big concessions from 
Khrushchev. He’s shown no signs 
of being in such a mood. 
It’s no skin off his nose who 
wins the American election since 
Eisenhower, with whom he got 
along well, won t be the man. 
Eisenhower can t run again. Fur­ 
ther, 
although 
Khrushchev 
has 
appointed himself an apostle of 
peace, he’s no Santa Claus. 
For 
example: 
After 
meeting 
Eisenhower 
here 
last 
year 
at 
Camp 
David 
Khrushchev 
took 
some of the heat off his demand 
that the Allies get their troops out 
of West Berlin and sign separate 
peace treaties with the two Ger­ 
many's. 
The Western powers have re­ 
fused to do that in the past. The 
Western 
foreign 
ministers 
said 
they were fully agreed not to 
budge at tiic summit, either. 
But Khrushchev—after a decent 
period of quiet following his Camp 
David meeting—was soon saying 
what he had said before, except 
maybe worse, 
For instance: Just two weeks 
ago he was claiming he could de­ 
prive the West of its rights in 
West Berlin by signing a sepa­ 


rate peace treaty with Communist 
East Germany. 


The city, although linked in its 
allegiance with West Germany, 
lies 100 miles inside East Ger­ 
many through which and over 
which all supplies for the city 
must pass. They could be shut off 
any time. 


If the Allies then tried to batter 
their way through with supplies, 
it might mean war with the So­ 
viet Union. 
Khrushchev himself 
reminded the West of that possi­ 
bility only 10 days ago in Mos­ 
cow. 


The 11.000 Allied troops in West 
Beilin are only a symbol of the 
Allies’ claimed right to he there. 
They couldn’t stop a Soviet or 
Communist East German 
grab 
for the city. 


For symbolic reasons the West 
refuses to take them out. To do 
so would be to yield to Khrush­ 
chev’s pressure. It would discour­ 
age the West Germans and their 
will to resist Communist pressure. 


If the West agreed to separate 
peace treaties, it would mean the 
division of Germany perhaps for 
generations. 
So the West refuses and instead 
proposes that Khrushchev let the 
Wert and East Germans vote on 
merging the two countries. This, 
of course, he refuses since it al­ 
most certainly m eans the loss of 
East Germany to communism. 
So things seem back to normal. 
The West and the Soviet Union are 
miles apart.

This just goes to show how! far 
the country has come in a gen­ 
eration. 
Fn the 1928 presidential cam­ 
paign 
the 
Republican 
National 
Committee put a full-page ad in 
newspapers. It was headed. "A 
Chicken in Every Pot ” This was 
the new' version of the old GOP 
slogan of "The Full Dinner Pail.” 
One sentence read: "Republican 
prosperity has reduced hours and 
increased earning capacity silen­ 
ced discontent, put the proverbial 
‘chicken in every pot’ and a car 
in every back yard to boot ” 
That was the era of the post* 
World 
War 
I 
Coolidge-Hoover 
boom that was to crash so dis­ 
astrously on Black Thursday. Oct. 
29. 1929. 
In the 1932 campaign, in the 
depths of the 
depression, 
this 
chicken 
in 
every 
pot, 
car 
in 
every back yard phrase was pick­ 
ed up by Herbert Hoover’s critics. 
There is no record that Hoover 
ever used the phrase in his own 
campaign speeches. But the im­ 
pression was given that the Re­ 
publican 
had 
promised 
"two 
chickens 
in every pot, two cars 
in every garage,’’ and given the 
people a depression instead. 
But the way things have turned 
out. if Hoover had said it, he 
could 
lake credit lor 
being a 


prophet 30 years ahead of his 
time. 


How far 
this 
double

standard has been carried is il­ 
lustrated by the Du Pont com­ 
pany in the current issue of its 
house organ. "Better Living.” 
"As incomes have grown.” it 
says, “many families now dupli­ 
cate terns which they already 
own.” 
Just how far this has gone will 
be shown by the new census.

The modern house has doubled- 
up on the facilities in other de­ 
partments than the bath. 
There is a breakfast nook or 
short-order counter in the kitchen, 
in addition to the dining room. 
There is a recreation room in ad­ 
dition (o the family living room. 
And the freezer has the two 
chickens plus two cans or pack 
ages of everything that goes into 
the pot 
For entertainment, the original 
trend toward two radios to accom­ 
modate varying tastes has spread. 
Two TV’s are common, and two 
record players; 
one 
for 
adult 
classic, cne for teen jazz. 
This “let’s have two” idea has 
gone so far that some families 
of avuage income arc finding 
they can afford two homes—one 
in town for work-a-day 
living, 
the other near water, woods or 
hills for vacation and play. 
Just hope all this double stand­ 
ard of living isn’t too lush, and 
that the country isn’t riding so 
high that it’s in for a fall, as in 
’29.

WASHINGTON — Income 
tax 
time brings out a repugnant prac­ 
tice which the Internal Revenue 
people would like to keep quiet. 
By law, the Internal Revenue 
Service is authorized to pay a 
reward to “ informers” of anyone 
guilty of tax evasion. 
As one 
spokesman said "this brings us 
in contact with some of the most 
malicious, 
suspicious, obnoxious 
characters to chase up endless 
alleys.” 


These informers, "often motiva­ 
ted by jealousy, avarice or spite.’’ 
get up to 10 per cent of the am­ 
ount of tax revenue recovered by 
the IRS as the result of their in­ 
formation. 
There was a time when this was 
a neat racket, as just a tip could 
mean thousands of dollars at the 
10 percent rate of discovered rev­ 
enue 
A revision of the law made 
the Internal Revenue Service the 
judge and jury of the value of the 
tip. 
For example, if someone reports 
just a “ suspicion” leading to an 
exposure of tax-dodging the in­ 
former would receive much less 
than the bookkeeper who kept ? 
duplicate set of books on the busi­ 
ness transactions of a crooked 
employer. 
A bookkeeper would 
have "the evidence’ and elimin­ 
ate much investigating labor for 
IRS. 
Of course, some informers act 
out of civic duty but those are 
not the ones eager to make mon­ 
ey. in fact, some don’t put in a 
claim for a rew-ard. 


Here are some eases received 
by the IRS; 
—An informer told the IRS that 
a certain man was using different 
names to buy large sums of bonds, 
and investigation revealed he ow­ 
ed nearly $5 million in taxes, in­ 
terest and penalties. 
The reward 
was $43.000. 
—A former 
employee had a 
run-in with his boss and told the 
IRS his employer kept two sets of 
books, one for the tax collector 
and the other for his partner. 
—Another employee “ told” on 
his employer and then someone 
"told" on him. because he didn’t 
include the reward-money on his 
own income tax return! 
Many are the wives who “ got 
even’ with their husbands by tell­ 
ing of undeclared income. 
One dismayed Texas congress­ 
man, James Wright, said "my 
government is not a police state 
which sets neighbors to spying on 
one another with the lure of per­ 
sonal reward.” 
So he introduced 


a bill eliminating the reward, ex­ 
cept for those who catch bootleg­ 
gers not paying their taxes.

Thc first policy is that the pro­ 
gram of the Congress shall be 
educational.

Throughout the years the PTA has 
helped to secure juvenile and child 
protection laws.

The second policy is that the 
PTA is non-commercial, non-sec­ 
tarian. and non-partisan. Practi­ 
cally all business organizations 
spend money to advertise, and 
since the PTA is in business for 
the welfare of children, they too 
should be willing to advertise. In 
each association there are usually 
two or three parents in the same 
type of commercial work. If a 
unit ask* if* members to save 
coupons or sell products, one per­ 
son is going to benefit at the 
expense of another member. This 
i* not good public relations. There 
is a complete hook available on 
thc proper way to raise funds. 
Because the PTA is non-sec­ 
tarian does not mean that they 
arc a Godless group.
